Alessios, former FCI guards, plead innocent 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) — Three members of the Alessio family and two 
former federal prison officials Friday pleaded innocent to bribery and 
conspiracy charges. 
The five were indicted by federal grand juries in Los Angeles and 


5 u 1 0 u ° ° i c ^ a r 8 e s millionaire San Diego businessman John Alessio 
ana his brother, Angelo, offered bribes to officials in return for sexual 
companionship and unauthorized absences. 
Arraigned m U.S. District Court were Dominic (Bud) Alessio, 
John s son, his uncles, Tony and Angelo Alessio, Anthony Santiago! 
former Lompoc federal prison administrator, and Daniel Morgan, a 
former Lompoc correctional officer. 
Each of the Alessios posted $20,000 personal surety bonds, $10,000 
each for the cases pending in each city, while the prison officials 
posted bonds of $10,000 each on the San Diego charges. All later were 
released from custody. 
The Alessios turned themselves in to the FBI. The other men 


surrendered to the court prior to their arraignment. 
John Alessio, who remains imprisoned at McNeill Island federal 
penitentiary near Tacoma, Wash., is expected to be arraigned Jan. 2 in 
Los Angeles. He is serving a threeyear term for income tax evasion. 
The other three Alessios also were to be arraigned at that time on 
charges stemming from the Los Angeles indictment. Angelo Alessio 
served more than five months of a oneyear sentence for the income 
tax charges before he was paroled. 
Attorneys for the five defendants indicated they probably would 
seek a change of venue to move all proceedings to Los Angeles. A Dec. 
26 hearing on those motions was scheduled by U.S. District Judge 
Gordon Thompson. 
The one count indictment returned Tuesday in Los Angeles against 
the Alessios charged they conspired to defraud the U.S. government 
by offering bribes to prison officials at Lompoc. Fourteen overt acts 
were listed that detailed trips outside the prison by John and Angelo 


Alessio as well as trips and other bribes offered to the prison officials. 
Also indicted, but not a part of Friday’s action, were former prison 
officials Roy Goddard, a former senior parole officer at Lompoc, and 
Curtis L-. Phillips, a correctional officer at Terminal Island. 
The indictments alleged the Alessios gave the prison officials trips 
to the Turf Club at Caliente Race Track, formerly managed by John 
Alessio. Other gifts included fishing trips that included “ free food, 
lodging, liquor and prostitutes.” 
The case had been under investigation since January when three 
employes at Lompoc were relieved of duty on charges of granting the 
Alessios unauthorized absences. 
The Alessios were indicted in 1971 for having evaded nearly $1 
million in income taxes. After first pleading innocent, John and 
Angelo switched their pleas to guilty and received respective three 
and one year federal sentences. Charges against Tony, Dominic and 
another brother, Russell, were then dropped

24, down about 80 students from the 
previous month — and down about 
2,000 from the peak in 1967 when the 
full impact of the Vandenberg 
buildup was being felt. 
The drop in enrollment has left 
about

classrooms 
empty, 
counting some that have been 
pressed into service for a variety of 
auxiliary educational uses. 
All this is set against the backdrop 
of a gradual decline over the next 
eight years that may see the school 
population level off at about 10,000 
students. Projections for next year 
beginning 
in 
September 
1973 
indicate an enrollment about equal 
with present levels, but with the 
population 
slowly 
shifting, 
according to Mrs. Milligan. At the 
moment there are a few hundred 
more students at the elementary 
level than the secondary. That will 
change each year with fewer and 
fewer 
students 
enrolled 
in 
kindergarten and the larger classes 
gradually 
disappearing 
in 
graduation ceremonies. 
What the optimum population is is 
uncertain. It takes a certain level of 
employment in classified areas to 
keep the wheels moving and what 
that level is is anybody’s guess 
Meanwhile the staff and finally 
the school board will wrestle with 
the problem in an effort to fit 
expenditures with income, and what 
is more important, to fit the effort 
to produce what society wants in the 
way of an end product.

“ Man, we’re starting to see an 
orange moon now!” shouted mission 
commander Eugene A. Cernan, 
peering down from the orbiting 
command ship America 75 miles 
above the moon. 
Scientists already have hailed the 
orange soil from Shorty Crater as 
the most exciting lunar find since 
Apollo 11. They believe it might 
have

stained ' by 
vapors 
streaming from the moon’s interior 
perhaps a billion years ago in a 
dying volcanic gasp

21 killed 
in plant 
explosion 


WEIRTON, W Va. (U PI) - An 
explosion and fire ripped through a 
new coke plant on an island in the 
middle of the Ohio River Friday, 
killing 21 workers and injuring at 
least 10 others. 
“ I think we now have accounted 
for all our missing people,” a 
spokesman for the company building 
tne plant said in Pittsburgh Friday 
night 
The victims’ bodies were taken to 
two area hospitals. Most of the dead 
were burned beyond recognition. 
A 100-yard area of the plant was 
sealed off after the blast, of 
undetermined origin, ruptured a gas 
line leading from the plant to a coke 
facility 
The plant was built by 
Koppers Co., Inc., of Pittsburgh, for 
National Steel Corp., the parent 
firm. It is located on Brown's Island 
in the middle of the Ohio river and 
across the river from Steubenville, 
Ohio 
Ralph Cox, a Weirton spokesman, 
said there might be additional 
victims trapped under the rubble. 
“ There is still gas in there,” Cox 
said “ The area is sealed off. in fact 
the whole island is sealed off. The 
structural 
steel 
and everything 
around is mangled and debris is 
blown out all over the place, it is a 
mess.” 
The explosion, which happened 
about 9:44 a m. EST, erupted in a 
“ battery basement” where tests 
were being made before the ovens 
were fired up to begin making coke

(U PI) - 
Harry S Truman’s kidney function 
failed almost entirely Friday night 
despite medication and his condition 
worsened as impurities began to 
build up in his blood The 88-year-old

President 
was

conscious” and did not respond 
when spoken to. 
Truman’s personal physician, Dr. 
Wallace H. Graham, continued to 
describe 
Truman 
as 
in

serious” 
condition,

because his life signs remained 
constant.

Harry 
Truman’s condition 
deteriorated 
since this afternoon,” said Research 
Hospital spokesman John Dreves. 
“ Kidney output is decreasing in

impairment continues,

proteins 
adequately. 
Doctors characterize his state as 
semiconscious at all times. Heart 
function is adequate at this time 
although somewhat erratic.”

Harris 
is 
not 
given 
to 
lengthy explanations. He is 
softspoken and understated 
and seems to create waves 
only on the football field.
